One other nation, Uruguay, has 
agreed to extend recognition but 
will not take the technical step 
necessary for a day or so. 

Recognition by the neighbor 
countries followed a decision that 
the Bolivian Government definite- 
ly ‘favors the United Nations’ 
cause, 


The United States’ action was 
taken at La Paz, Bolivia, by Rob- 
ert F. Woodward, charge d’affaires 
of the embassy there, who pre-

U, S. Flyers Picked Off 
Enemy Airmen Trying 
to Land and Refuel— 
Vivid Account of Two- 
Day Action. | 


This is the first detatled account 
of the intricate tactics by which 
the United States fleet not only 
overpowered but outmaneuvered 
the Japanese fleet off the Phtlip- 
pines.

ABOARD THE FLAGSHIP, 
United States Fifth Fleet, June 21 
(Delayed) (AP Via Naval Radio). 
-~-This huge force today completed 
the rout of the Japanese fleet 
from the waters east of the Philip- 
pine Islands—without firing a 
galvo from its formidable battle- 

line or losing a ship. 

The first phase of the battle oc- 
eurred Monday (Sunday, United 
“Btates time) when planes and anti- 
aircraft guns of Adm. Raymond 
Spruance’s fleet, within sight of 
Guam, turned the Japanese attack 
into one of the war's greatest 
merial disasters for the Axis. 

Enemy planes, attacking from 
the west in long range flights from 
carriers, struck the American 
fleet with obvious intention of go- 
ing on to Guam to refuel. Spru- 
ance, however, held the fleet near 
Guam all day and sent waves of 
bombers over Guam and Rota, and 
‘prevented enemy planes from 
landing on those islands. (Wor- 
den's story is the first disclosure 
the Monday battle was fought 
near Guam, which lies south of 
Saipan.) 

Jap Force Wiped Out. 

Spruance made it virtually cer- 
tain no planes survived the aerial 
battle, which ranged over hun- 
dreds of miles of sea. The Jap- 
enese planes which escaped our 
fighters and antiaircraft almost 
certainly were lost attempting to 
return to their carriers, which 
were out of fuel range. | 

Enemy personne! losses were al- 
most 100 per cent, since the area 
was controlled by Spruance’s fleet 
and the Japanese could make no 
attempt at rescuing their pilots. 

It was impossible to see much 
of the first phase which was a 
series of encounters from 10 a. m. 
until dark, but part of the battle 
did rage within sight of the flag- 
ship. 

The first action was the take-off 
of hundreds of American planes 
as the Japs were reported ap- 
proaching. In a feW minutes black 
puffs of antiaircraft fire appeared 
over battleships on the horizon. 
the distant ships seemed wreathed 
in fire as multiple batteries threw 
up an unbelievable wall of steel. 
Japs Attack From Three Sides. 

Bomb bursts spouted in the wa- 
ter and two enemy planes started 
burning and crashed. Puffs of 
ack-ack thickened and spread un- 
til a quarter of the horizon was a 
polka-dot of smeke balls in the 
atill-soundless battle. . 

The enemy was reported ap- 
proaching from three sides. Va- 
por flowed from friendly planes 
climbing into the sky. The planes 
were visible only when sunlight 
flashed on their wings. 

The first attack was repelled on 
the fringes of the fleet. An hour 
later more bombers appeared. One 
crossed our stern under intense 
antiaircraft fire and dropped one 
bomb. It missed. The bomber 
caught fire when the flagship’s 
40 mm. shells found it, hesitated 
and fell into the sea. 

The fleet turned and twisted but 
other Japs came in. A battleship 
on the horizon appeared to have 
a continuous belch of flame from 
its guns, firing steadily for 20

Bill Introduced for Sug- 
gested Restoration Fol- 


lowing Report by Sen- 
ate Committee.

WASHINGTON, June 23.—The 
Senate Agricuture Subcommittee 
investigating the Rural Electrifi- 
cation Administration, in its first 
preliminary interim report, filed 
with the Senate today, declared 
that the transfer of the REA to 
the Department of Agriculture in 
1939 resulted in divided authority, 
disruption and intrigue, and rec- 
ommended that the agency be 
restored to an independent status. 

At the same time a bill by Sen- 
ator Ellison D. Smith (Dem.), 
South Carolina, to make the REA 
independent, was introduced in 


the Senate. Smith, chairman of 
the subcommittee and of the full 
Agriculture Committee, also sub- 
mitted the interim report, which 
was approved by the subcommit- 
tee without dissent. 

Up until 1939, when the: reor- 
ganization act placed the REA, 
whose headquarters are in St. 
Louis, under the general supervi- 
gion of Secretary of Agriculture 
Ciaude R. Wickard, the report 
said, the agency had an outstand- 
ing record and fulfilled the high- 
est expectations of the President, 
the Congress and the people of 
the nation. All emploves then were 
directly responsible to the REA 
which in turn was_ responsible 
only to the Congress. 

“Authority Is Dissipated.” 

After the transfer, it went on, 
eentralization of authority placed 
by the Congress on the adminis- 
trator became dissipated among 
the various agencies of the Agri- 
culture Department. “There is 
evidence,” the report continued, 
“that subordinates in the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture co-operated 
with subordinates in the REA and 
persons not employed by either 
the REA ov agriculture to under- 
mine the authority placed by the 
Congress in the administrator.” 

The ewidence indicates, it said, 
hat one source of disorganization 
and trouble was the almost con- 
stant effort of some of the em- 
ployes of the REA to force upon 
the farm co-operatives a higher 
cost conductor than was desired 
by some of the farm co-operatives, 

"There was considerable evi- 
dence to indicate that the prod- 
ucts of the Copperweld Steel Co. 
were favored over aluminum by 
gome of the engineers having to 
do with the approval of contracts,” 
the report asserted. 

Testimony before the commit- 
tee indicated, it said, that after 
the local co-ops had let contracts 
favoring aluminum as a lower cost 
conductor, pressure was broyght 
to bear by employes of the REA 
_ to have the contracts canceled and 
new contracts made permitting 
the use of the higher cost con- 
ductor, 

The report said the testimony 
with respect to alleged favoritism 
to the Copperweld Steel Co. was 
somewhat conflicting, “but the 
committee is of the opinion that 
there was more than a legitimate 
and ethical connection between 
some of the engineers and other 
personnel employed by the REA 
in relation to the selection of con- 
ductors and other’ construction 
materials.” 

As these practices increased, the 
report deciared, more and more 
dissatisfaction, controversy and 
intrigue became, manifest, This 
resuited in confusion, a lowering 
of morale of the personnel as au- 
thority and responsibility of the 
administrator, Harry Slattery, was 
usurped by various heads and per- 
sonnel of the Agricultural Depart- 
ment.

The Associated Press announced | 
that it has requested the 
Navy Department to transmit a 
message of inquiry to the captain 
of the Coos Bay, on which Lt. 
James is executive officer, asking 
for particulars on the origin of 
the letter and the extent to which 
the crew participated in the fund- 
raising, 

Publication of the letter, the 
text of which appeared in yester- 
day's Post - Dispatch, brought 
statements from two officers of 
the CIO United Automobile Work- 
ers, members of the union which 
called the strike to which the 
Coos Bay letter referred. The 
strike was at the Wright Aero- 
nautical*’Co. plant at Lockland, 
O., from June 5 to June 9. 

The strike, which was not au- 
thorized by union leaders, was not 
for increased pay, but followed 
the tranafer of Negro workera to 
a department operated by white 
men, The letter said, however, 
that the money could be used for 
other strikes ‘if the Wright 
strike is over,” it said, “just, 
choose another; there are always 
plenty at hand.” 

CIO officials, commenting on 
the Coos Bay letter, said they had 
made every effort to prevent and 
to terminate the Wright walkout.

From the Southwest Pacific, 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur reported 
intensified bombing of Noemfoor 
Island, a Japanese position 30 
miles west of the American inva- 
sion scene at Biak off Dutch New 
Guinea, and a one-plane assault on 
a 15-ship convoy near Palau, 500 
miles east of the Philippines.

False starts, since the lifting 
of the yard setback that for 
merly was imposed, are not 

infrequent in track meets. 
Men whose reactions are slower 
than their rivals’, try to antici 
pate by a split second the fir 
ing of the starting pistol and 
gain, thereby, perhaps a stride 
or at least an advantage. 

The device of Robertson is an 
“electric” pistol which can not 
be fired until all the starters in 
a race simultaneously have 
pressed both hands against 
metal plates placed on _ the 
ground where their fingers 
naturally would touch when 
in position. ... Then the start 
er, — a the trigger, will be 
able to re the gun with 
everybody “set.” 

But, even so, there’s no guar- 
antee that the runners all will 
get away at the same instant. 
- » « The sound may be heard 
simultaneously, but all the run- 
ners won’t move in unison. ,. 
The brains of some will trans- 
mit the message of the pistol 
to their muscles an _ instant 
faster than will happen in the 
case of others.

The Rights of Small Nations 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I extend my congratulations to you 
for your courageous editorial entitled 
“A Four-Power Peace?” of June 18, 

Since President Roosevelt and Prime 
Minister Churchill drew up the Atlantic 
Charter in the summer of 1941, many 
things have been said and done to mod- 
ify, and even contradict, that humani- 
tarian document, but the worst of all is 
the proclamation of the “Four-Power 
Pian.” 

The numerous smal! nations who have 
subscribed to the Charter are fighting 
heroically, openly and underground, for 
their right to exist as independent mem- 
bers of a world-wide family of nations. 
They are struggling against the power 
politics which has plunged the world 
into the most destructive wars that ever 
left their bloody marks on history. 

The division of the world into spheres 
of influence and the abandonment of 
the weak to the discretion of a few 
strong powers would be a clear violation 
of the right of all peoples to choose their 
own governments promised to a despair- 
ing world by Messrs. Roosevelt and 
Churchill in the Charter. A Four-Power 
peace would be a peace for none; it 
would be historically doomed as the 
Holy Alliance of 1815 and the League of 
1920. 

It could not be sustained, but only en- 
dangered more by such half-measures 
as the partition of Germany, or the crea. 
tion of strong second-rate powers, such 
as Poland, at the expense of their neigh- 
bors. There is a great need of a world- 
wide organization for the preservation 
of peace, but not one in which a few 
armed policemen must watch a crowd 
of dissatisfied little citizens eager to 
fight again. 

No one would want to fight if the 
mew peace organization would carry out 
the articles laid down by Messrs. Roose- 
«velt and Churchill in the Atlantic Char- 
ter and the Four Freedoms. But if Mr. 
Churchill's “well-trained conscience” 
tells him that the war is leaving its 
ideological stage behind, he is rapidly 
going on the straight road to the Third 
World War. If the peace to come is to 
disregard the ideology for which the de- 
mocracies are fighting, the number of 
peace-loving peoples will be decreased by 
the sum total of the small powers. 

It ig the duty of mankind today to see 
to it that the ideological phase of this 
war survives the short-sighted material 
ambition of those who may return to 
the horrors of war. Let us hope that 
the men on the fronts are still fighting 
for the principles of Aygo mf and equality!

The Merit “Compromise” 


It ig only by courtesy that the merit provision, 
adopted Wednesday by the Constitutional Con- 
vention, can be called a compromise. It is in 
reality a fraud and, unless it is strengthened and 
extended, it will furnish little excuse for public 
approval when it is submitted to the voters. 

Although there are about 11,700 State em- 
ployes, the “compromise” covers only about 2700 
employes of Missouri's penal, eleemosynary and 
reformatory institutions. It says these employes 
shall be selected on the basis of merit, after 
competitive examinations, but it sets up no ma- 
It does not prohibit po- 
litical activity by the employes and it does not 
prohibit their discharge for political purposes, 
two standard and vital features of any effective 
merit system. 

In this feeble, fumbling and cowardly action, 
the convention has repudiated the much stronger 
recommendations of its own committee and has 
ignored the rapidly-growing popular demand for 
an end to spoils politics in Missouri. The test 
of public opinion lieg in the fact that Kansas 
City and St. Louis have adopted the merit system 
for their municipal governments by popular vote; 
that the Highway Commission is conducted on 
this principle; that the people have approved the 
nonpartisan court plan-and the Conservation 
Commission, by which the courts and conservation 
were taken out of spoils politics. 

Ex-Gov, Park's eloquent plea to remove the 
penal and eleemosynary institutions from spoils 
politics applies with hardly less force to other 
State departments. Mr. Park said that, after he 
was inaugurated, he could not attend to his 
executive duties because he was running “an em- 
ployment bureau.” This rush to the Governor for 
jobs lasted for six months, and Mr. Park admits 
he had to make many appointments without hav- 
ing an opportunity to know the candidates’ classi- 
fications. No business could operate successfully 
that way, nor can the Government of Missouri. 

If the convention, because of the timidity 
or cupidity of its political members, cannot or 
will not improve on the fraudulent merit provi- 
sion that it hag passed, the people will have to 
proceed by the initiative to write and pass their 
own merit system. 
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Bring Him on! 

We noted on June 1 that Charles P. Noell, who 
appears to be a Republican candidate for the 
United States Senate nomination, was canvass- 
ing the State by horse and wagon, with a re- 
tinue of hillbilly yodelers and cowboy singers. 
At that time, we suggested that St. Louls was 
man enough to take this punishment as well as 
rural Missouri. So we invited Noell to drive up 
to Kiel Auditorium, unhitch and unload his corn.

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A Skirmish Lost 


Pro-Roosevelt forces have lost their skirmish 
in the Texas Supreme Court for a writ compelling 
the Democratic party’s executive committee to 
certify electors chosen at a rump convention. 

So the electors who appear on the ballot in 
the July 22 primary will be those chosen at the 
regular convention, which decided they would 
not be bound to support the party nominee 
except under certain circumstances. 

These circumstances are that, in order for the 
candidate to be assured of the support of Texas 
electors, the party must restore the two-thirds 
rule and the party platform must condemn the 
Supreme Court for its ruling that Negroes may 
vote in Texas primaries. 

Such is the shotgun which the Texas Demo- 
cratic politictans level at their party, but it Is 
also a gun that may backfire badly. We -do not 
think the Democratic party is going to abase 
itself before the politicians of Texas; nor do we 
think that the high spirited people of Texas, after 
they cast thelr sovereign: votes for President, 
are going to permit a set of dummy electors 
to vote for somebody else. 

In short, the Texas revolt will undoubtedly 
prove to be of one of the hare-brained and abor- 
tive phenomena that are characteristic of every 
presidential year. 
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On the Coal Front 


What are the prospects for the coal front this 
winter? Two developments in as many days in- 
dicate the answers. 

From Washington, Mayor Kaufmann an- 
nounced that SFA will allow St. Louis to have 
130,000 tons more of smokeless coal from the 
Kast than the city had last year. The increase 
comes about through SFA’s accepting season 
before last—when our fuel consumption was 
normal—rather than last season—when consump- 
tion was below normal—as the basis for the 10 
per cent reduction which has been ordered for 
several communities. 

SFA’s agreement is said to put coal supply here 
on an easy footing provided all home-owners 
who have hand-fired furnaces will buy their 
winter’s supply now, instead of waiting till cold 
weather, There is a very large supply of fuel 
on hand, It is possible that shortages may occur 
at various times during the winter; and, even 
if there is always enough coal, we may experi- 
ence shortages in man power such as those which 
held up deliveries of coal in the city last winter, 
So the sensible thing for all coal consumers to 
do is to buy their winter's supply and have it 
delivered now. 

The second recent development on the coal 
front is the announcement of a new organization, 
the St. Louis Coal Merchants’ Association, This 
indicates that there will continue to be. contro- 
versy by the die-hards who have not yet learned 
that the people of St. Louis are in support of the 
smoke control ordinance and mean to protect it. 

The new association is understood to have been 
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formed at the instigation of some of the most 
implacable enemies of the smoke control ordi- 
nance, and to be dedicated to the purpose of carry- 
ing on the attempt to kill the ordinance. Same 
old enemies of smoke control, same old specious 
arguments, same old self-interest; only the name 
is new. So, when the St. Louis Coal Merchants’ 
Association begins sounding off against smoke 


control, no one need be surprised.

Needed: A Norris 


The shortsighted Capitol Hill quarrel over the 
Missouri River drags on and on. The Senate 
Commerce Commission approves expenditure of 
a billion dollars for navigation and flood control 
under the supervision of that very agency, the 
Engineers Corps, which has no direct interest 
whatever in irrigation, conservation or regional 
valley development. Senator O’Mahoney prom- 
ises to carry his fight for irrigation to the 
floor next fall, and has some backing from the 
President in a letter written to Senator Over- 
ton. 

Overton, meanwhile, proposes that an irriga- 
tion commission be set up to work with a flood 
control and navigation commission, as if all the 
divided interests could possibly be ameliorated 


by dragging the same big guns from Congress 


to the conference table. The navigationists, on a 
commission or off of it, will still cry “Thief!” 
at the irrigationists; the irrigationists will still 
cry “Robber!” at the navigationists, and the same 
ojd valley will go on either flooding or thirsting 
or both while the quarrel continues. 

Sooner or later, some latter-day Norris will 
have to step into the hopeless breach and preach 
the gospel of politics-free, autonomous, over-all 
planning. Men of vision, addressing themselves 
to such problems, have been able for years to see 
the one big forest instead of haggling selfishly 
over the trees. In “The Fight for Conservation,” 
Gifford Pinchot wrote 35 years ago: 

Every river is a unit from its sources to 
its mouth, If it is to be given its highest 
usefulness to all the people, and serve them 
for all the uses they can make of it, it mtst 
be developed with that idea clearly in mind. 
To develop a river for navigation alone, or 
power alone, or irrigation alone, is often 
like using a sheep for mutton, or a steer 
for beef, and throwing away the leather and 
the wool. A river is a unit, but its uses 
are many and, with our present knowledge, 
there can be no excuse for sacrificing one use 
to another if both can be subserved. 


Where is the Pinchot in the present Congress, 
the man who sees one river as one problem? 


Where is the Norris of 1944? 
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For Better Negro Housing 

Nobody has ever accused the National Asso- 
Viation of Real Estate Boards of being a crusad- 
ing or reform organization. Yet it is now 
tackling a problem that crusaders and reformers 
have been working on for some generations back 
-—the problem of Negro housing. 

The real estate organization igs approaching 
this from a purely dollars-and-cents, business 
point of view, which tends to show, that the re- 
formers were right when they urged, on other 
grounds, that something should and could be 
done about the deplorable state of Negro hous- 
ing in most cities. 

“Proper provision of adequate housing for 
millions of Negro families represents not only 
a need but an economic opportunity of which 
we, as business men, should take advantage,” 
says the NAREB statement. It urges adequate 
financing for Negro homes and fental prop- 
erties, encouraging builders to construct Negro 
housing and putting management of such hous- 
ing on a par with that of other property. “Such 
facts as we now have,” it adds, “indicate that 
the Negro ig a good economic risk.” 

One handicap to providing Negroes with decent 
housing is the fact that owners too often have 
exploited them by charging exorbitant rente, 
and exacting high prices of purchasers. If the 
NAREB, in enlarging the amount of property 
available, will also be on guard against this 
trend, it can accomplish a great deal toward 
solving one of the country’s most persistent 
problems.

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More Whisky: Black or Legal? 


The decision of WPB to permit the production 
of a limited amount of beverage alcohol may do 
much to curb liquor racketeering by releasing a 
more nearly adequate supply through legitimate 
channels, It is obvious, however, that the legiti- 
mate channeling of the whisky is not going to 
be any automatic process, as it would have. been 
two years ago or, to a large extent, as recently 
Aas a year ago. 

In the year and three-quarters since the manu- 
facture of whisky, gin, brandy and beverage 
alcohol was entirely stopped in this country, 
the character of the liquor industry, from dis- 
tiller to retailer, has undergone a drastic change. 
Two years ago, the industry was well operated 
and enjoyed public confidence. Today greed has 
so far set up dry rot within that irresponsibility 
and monopolism are strong trends among the 
distillers, and some distributors and licensed 
retailers have become partners of the criminal 
black market to an extent that can only be 
guessed at. 

If the manufacture of beverage alcohol which 
is now to be permitted is to be prevented from 
doing active harm, it must be kept out of black 
marketers’ hands, If it is to be made to do good, 
it must be channeled to law-abiding retailers 
for sale at OPA prices. Unless forceful measures 
are taken, the holiday is likely to do more harm 
than good, so far has black-market racketeering 
gone toward dominating the whisky market, 

That the holiday is needed is undeniable. But 
it is needed only under strict controls by the 
Federal Government. The controls that now 
exist and are exercised are too few. What the 
Government does or does not do about control 
of the holiday Hiquor will determine whether 
20 million gallons of alcohol are being produced 
for the legal trade-or for more money and more 
power for the whisky underworld,

The recent congréssional hearings on 
Missouri River legislation brought sharply 
into apparent conflict the desire of Sioux 
City and the lower stream for a nine-foot 
channel, and the demand of Montana, Wy- 
oming and the Dakotas for added irriga- 
tion from “Big Muddy.” 


Irrigation advocates cited the voluminous 
report of the Reclamation Bureau, which 
pointed out the predominantly agricultural 
character of the Missouri basin and said 
that added water on the land could help 
stabilize farm income in a region where 
rainfall usually is below minimum needs. 


The Army Engineers made an entirely 
separate study, concerned chiefly with nav- 
igation and flood control. Their report, 
largely embodied in the Pick plan now 
before Congress, provides for a series of 
dams and new channel dredging. The Army 
Engineers maintain that these dams could 
serve irrigation, too, but upper river resi- 
dents assert they were planned with navi- 
gation and flood control in mind and iIrri- 
gation would have a minor role, 


Water on the land, they argue, leads to 
added production and should take prece- 
dence over river navigation, since other 
methods of transportation are available. 
Some navigation enthusiasts retort that 
the railroads are behind the move to 
thwart a deeper, wider channel for the 
lower Missouri. 


Integration Appears Hopeless 


The suggestion has been made that the 
reports of the Reclamation Bureau and the 
Army Engineers be synthesized, to bring 
about a workable, equitable plan for the 
whole basin. The Governors of eight af.- 
fected states hoped this could be done. But 
the Senate subcommittee testimony a few 
weeks ago indicated that the difficulties in 
such integration might be virtually insur- 
mountable. 


The engineers are charged with one job 
and their authority is circumscribed; the 
Reclamation Bureau has another sphere 
of influence and must not trespass on 
navigation and flood control matters. 

In view of this, the &t. Louis 
Post-Dispatch and a number of individuals 
and organizations have been advocating a 
TVA for the Missouri basin. An over-all 
agency, they assert, is needed—one control 
which can step across the boundaries of 
states and the established Federal depart- 
ments. 

There is much to be sald for such an 
authority. “TVA-— Democracy on the 
March,” a new book by David Lilienthal,

chairman of the Tennessee Valley Author- 
ity, presents the methods by which the 
Tennessee questions were tackled as one 
big problem, 


So far, the Missouri basin has been 
looked upon almost solely from the bias 
of irrigation, or flood control, or naviga- 
tion, or erosion. Many other matters also 
are bound up with the river and the land 
it drains: forestation, recreational areas, 


industrial development, conservation, power, ° 


The Tennessee Valley differs in many 
respects from the Missouri basin. In the 
Southern region, irrigation is only a minor 
matter; malaria control one of the big 
problems. There are important differences 
of population and climate. 


The TVA plan could not be applied in 
its entirety to the Missouri. But the prin- 
ciples by which it works with local com- 
munities, its regional character and its 
lack of politics might well be considered 
for the Missouri basin, 


Of Interest to the Nation 


Chairman Lilienthal writes of the Ten- 
nessee Valley that anything advancing the 
income and conservation of one region 
benefits the nation. The same would be 
true of the Missouri basin. The Twin Cit- 
ies, although outside the Missouri River 
basin, have a direct interest in its prob- 
lems. 


Of the great area to the West-—Wyom- 
ing, Montana and the Dakotas—the Twin 
Cities are the business and financial cap- 
ital. The Missouri drains almost all of 
South Dakota, two-thirds of North Dakota, 
most of Montana and even the Southwest 
corner of Minnesota. As a tributary of 
the Mississippi River, the Missouri has a 
close effect upon the navigation interests 
of the Upper Mississippi. 

As barge-line men have pointed out, river 
traffic from the Twin Cities is dependent 
upon an adequate channel in the Lower 
Mississippi, and that in turn is dependent 
in large measure upon the flow of water 
from the Missouri, 

Conservationists also have an interest. 
They are concerned with the draw-off from 
headwater lakes in Northern Minnesota to 
maintain navigation. 


The Missouri River problem in its many 
complications is beyond the authority of 
the Army Engineers or the Reclamation 
Bureau of any of the states. Applying the 
framework of TVA should be given con- 
sideration before Congress commits itself 
to any further piecemeal projects.

In the Caen sector, a first attempt at 
landing by Gen, De Gaulle wan driven off 
in fierce fighting by Roosevelt's panzers, 
but a second attempt was successful, Prep- 
arations by De Gaulle to drop parachute 
officials behind the Roosevelt lines were 
reported. 

In a sudden flanking movement, De 
Gaulle announced recognition by Belgium 
and Czechoslovakia. Recognition by Hol- 
land and Norway was thwarted, at least 
temporarily, by a Roosevelt counter-attack. 

British reserves advancing to the sup- 
port of De Gaulle were held back, accord- 


ing to plan, in a atubborn action, by Gen. 
Churchill, cooperating with Gen, Roone- 
velit, However, negotiations for @ separate 
peace are said to have begun between 
Churchill and De Gaulle. 

Roosevelt snipers are reported to be 
inflicting severe annoyance on De Gaulle 
headquarters detachments. From the White 
House sector, a heavy barrage was laid 
down, first on the currency question, then 
on the question of French liaison officers. 
After recovering from their initial sur- 
prise, the De Gaullists returned this fire 
vigorously. 


W orks of Mercy in Civil War 
Led to Modern Relief Services 


“Lincoin’s Daughters of Mercy,”’ by Marjorie Bar- 
stow Greenbie. (G. P. Putnam’s Sens, New York.) 
As the great battle for liberation goes on, 

we at home are grateful for those humane 
services that alleviate suffering, prevent 
needless deaths and sustain moral and 
mental courage among our men, and min- 
ister to civilians in the war zones. 

When and how did these life-saving serv- 
ices come into being? That story—a saga 
of heroism, beauty of spirit, democratic 
co-operation—is the story of the United 
States Sanitary Commission for the Union 
Army in the Civil War. It is told with 
skill and verve by Marjorie Barstow Green- 
bie in this book, 

It was in 1861, when hundreds of thou- 
sands of volunteers anawered Lincoln's call, 
that the women watched with horror as 
their men were crammed lIike animale into 
cattle cars, slept on the floors of railroad 
stations or in stables, with nq provision for 
food, water, clean clothing, nursing. Men 
became seriously ill. Boys without identi- 
fication were found dead, obviously unfit 
for military service, 

. o 


Haunted by conditions growing worse by 
the hour, women over the country went . 
into organized action—100,000 Florence 
Nightingales determined to protect their 
men's lives, They inaugurated a large-scale 
experiment in the mobilization of resources, 
and it resulted in the enlightened care and 
treatment of soldiers now practiced by the 
world’s armies. 

It all began among small groups of 
women, skilled in the arta of homemaking 
and nursing, who called themselves the 
Ladies’ Aid Society. Presently there were 
32,000 such groups, efficiently functioning 
in every department, with associate male 
members to help conquer official stupidity 
and inertia. Their theories were tested 
and proved right on the 8000 wounded at 
Bull Run, 

Among these great ladies of the “New 
York Central” was Dr. Elizabeth Black- 
well, first woman doctog of medicine, who 
talked four doctors into asking the Gov- 
ernment for a United States Sanitary 
Commission. Dorothea Dix in Washington 
battled for a corps of trained Army nurses 
to replace the traditional convalescegt sol- 
dier-nurses, Mrs. William Preston Griffin 
worked unceasingly to overthrow the Army 
system of abandoning the wounded,

“Mother” Bickerdyke, one of the first 
great Army nurses, achieved miracles sin- 
gie-handed in 19 of the hardest battles, 
Here is a figure for Americans to revere, 
as magnificent as that other ,“rescuing 
angel” of Antietam, Clara Barton. 

In this-battle to save life there were 
many women who gave their lives, among 
them young Margaret Breckenridge, who 
ran a relief boat that plied between St. 
Louis and Vicksburg.

superstate. Too bad. 


Does He Like Insulin?

They are resurrecting the 
Pledges he made, when he was 
running for the governorship of 
New York and later when he took 
over at Albany, to stay by the 
governorship. It. was less than 
two years ago, on Aug. 24, 1942, 
that Dewey, in accepting the Re- 
publican nomination for Gover- 
mor, made the unequivocal state- 
ment: 

“Let me say right now that I 
shall devote the next four years 
exclusively to the service of the 
people of New York State.” 

In coming months, that will be 
thrown up at the Governor fre- 
quently if he is the nominee of 
his party for President. Of 
course, Dewey will answer that a 
higher duty calls him to the serv- 
ice of the nation. 


Is Hanley Fit? 


On Feb. 25, 1943, shortly. after 
his inauguration, he authorized 
his secretary to aay: “He ia not 
and will not become a candidate 
for any other nomination during 
his term.” A few months later, he 
went even further in an interview 
with a correspondent from Wash- 
ington. The Governor was quoted 
then As saying: 

“I do not believe in drafts for 
a presidential nomination. I do 
not believe that an honest-to-good- 
ness draft ever nominated a presi- 
dential candidate of one of the 
major political parties.” 

Against the background of these 
very positive declarations — that 
“honest-to-goodness” has a funny 
sound as of the present date—the 
Democrats will attack Dewey for 
being willing to turn the govern- 
ment of his State over to Lt. Gov. 
Joe Hanley. As part of thia at- 
tack, Hanley’s record will come 
under fire.

showed that a profit of $878,000 in 
excess of a 6% per cent return on 
capital investment, as allowed by 
FPC, was realized by the corpora- 
tion in 1943.

HERE will always be an England, at least at M-G-M. The 
T eisai that filmed “Mrs, Miniver” and “Random Harvest” 
does its bit again for Anglo-American relations with THE 
WHITE CLIFFS OF DOVER, now at LOEW’S STATE Theater. 
Based on the late Alice Duer Miller's poem of 
the same name, the picture, like the poem, is 
more sentimental than significant, a bridge party 
dessert sort of picture, sweet and frothy, guaran- 
teed to appeal to everyone who believes in home 
and country, and-or babies, likes parades, and 
wants to have a good cry.

7 Tips on Transplanting 


HIS is the best time, in our 
T locality to plant that delicious 

instead-of-lettuce, celery or 
Chinese cabbage. Chihili is best 
of the varieties for us. It develops 
a long, straight, pointed head 
about 18 inches high and three or 
four inches in diameter, ‘The seed 
germinates hardily and the plants 
haye few dangerous insect or dis- 
ease enemies. 

Our first beet planting has been 
buttered, pickled and dished up as 
cooked greens and salad so that 
space is ready for a new crop, I'm 
working about 12 feet of it into a 
superfine seed bed. Half will be 
used for the Chinese cabbage and 
half for starting our fall crop of 
cabbage, broccoli and brussels 
sprouts, 

That seed bed soil would be just 
as mellow and loamy as you can 

make it. Work in some compost 
or mulch; peat moss if you have 
it. After you've hoed, a thorough 
raking will break up any remain- 
ing clods and remove all interfer- 
ing trash, — 


Stop a minute after you have 
your guide string all set for open- 
ing the seed furrow. I suggest 
using the fertilizer in bands, and 
I like to get it in place before 
sowing the seeds so that they 
won't be disturbed. Three or four 
inches on each side of the guide 
li.e, open a furrow three or four 
inches deep with the point of the 
hoe. Now asacatter some of your 
Victory Garden fertilizer very 
thinly into each of the furrows. 
Our soil is still quite moist from 
the last heavy shower so I don’t 
expect to water down the fer- 
But if your soil is dry, 
take the spout off the watering 
can and pour water right onto the 
fertilizer before pulling the soil 
back over it. 

We are ready for sowing the 
seed now. With hoe point or han- 
dle end, make the furrow about 
one-half an inch deep. Even if 


the soil is damp, extra moisture 
wil] be an extra incentive to good 
germination. Give the opened fur- 
row a good soaking and let it soak 
in. 

Space the seeds three or four 
inches apart in the cool damp 
row. Now pull back the finely 
pulverized dry soil to cover the 
seeds and tamp the surface quite 
firmly to start the moisture mov- 
ing upwards. Over the top, use 
clods of earth to anchor down the 
three-thickness newspaper cover- 
ing that is a “must” insulation 
for successful hot-weather plant- 
ing. Later on, the celery cabbage 
and the plants of the cabbage 
family will want to stand at least 
14 inches apart in their rows. 
And hot-weather transplanting is 
a real test of your “green 
thumb!” 

x * * 

Here’s how. Thoroughly mois- 
ten the soil a few hours before 
you transplant so that the plants 
are full of moisture and the soil 
will stay around the roots, Don't 
yank, Don’t pull! Press your 
trowel into the soil a few inches 
away from the stem. Get down 
deep with it, straight down and 
then toward the plant. Now use 
the trowel on the opposite side, 
down straight and under. The 
plants can then be lifted out with 
soil around the roots. Be sure 
that the hole into which you set 
the plant is deep and wide enough 
fer the roots to fit in without 
crowding or crooking. 

Put on your thinking cap and 
figure out ways to shade trans- 
plants from a searing sun. De- 
pending on their size, strawberry 
nroxes, bushel baskets, newspaper 
parasols, lean-to’s of short scraps 
of boards; any of them will do. 
Lathe sticks are quite cheap and 
easy also to nail together and 
rest on some sort of uprights for 
partial shading of seed rows or 
transplants,

SYRACUSE, N. Y., Thursday. 


N Wednesday morning I 

worked for a little while in 

preparation for a program on 
the war bond drive in which I will 
take part next week if all goes 
well. Then I visited the Red Cross 
prisoners of war packaging center 
at 39 Chambers street, at the invi- 
tation of Mrs, T. H. Roulston, cap- 
tain of the chapter. The wives and 
relatives of prisoners of war work 
here very faithfully and through 
their efforts many things go over- 
seas to our men who would other- 
wise suffer even more than they 
do. 


At 5 o’clock, Mrs. Henry Mor- 
genthau Jr., Mrs, Gladys Tillett, 
Mrs. Trude Pratt, Miss Josephine 
Schain, Miss Betty Goodwin and 
I took the train for Syracuse 
where Miss Doris Byrne, vice- 
chairman of the Democratic State 
Committee, invited us to attend a 
méeting of the Democratic Wom- 
en of New York State, today. It 
is a long time since I have been 
to a meeting of this kind in New 
York State. And it is a great 
pleasure to see some old friends 
and meet the new people who 
carry on the work of the Demo- 
cratic party in the State. 


Being here has also given me 
the opportunity of seeing Mr. Leo 
Casey, an old friend, who always 
Manages to come and meet me 
when I am in this area. I also 
have been able to visit the U.S. O., 
the bond-selling booth at the Mer- 
chants Bank, and the Women’s 
Victory Center. After the meet- 
ing of Democratic women was

Many People 


Suffer From 
‘Lack of Pep’

ASHIONS change in the think- 
F ing of that portion of the gen- 

eral public so afflicted as to 
what is the cause of their lack 
of pep. I can remember long ago 
before any of these here wars 
when I was just beginning to pen- 
etrate the mysteries of the science 
of medicine that it was very ortho- 
dox not only for the laity but in 
the best scientific circles to as- 
cribe it to chronic constitpation. 

Then the X-ray came along and 
threw some chilling doubts on the 
general theory, so that the ultra- 
scientific could no longer hold it, 
Nowadays after going through 
periods in which uric acid, allergy 
and upset endocrines were given 
asp the cause, public opinion has 
generally settled on the idea that 
lack of pep is due to lack of con- 
centrated vitamins. 

There are a few stubborn speci- 
—_. however, who cling to the 
old idea that constipation is the 
root of all evil and for their sakes 
the thesis is worth debating today.

THE AVERAGE MAN would 
repudiate with scorn the chal- 
lenge that he did not know the 


correct meaning of constipation. . 


But such might be the case. The 
conventional arrangement of regu- 
larity is a social convenience 
rather than a law of nature. Sav- 
age man in a state of nature re- 
sponds to the stimulus initiated 
by the presence of a meal in the 
stomach and evacuates after each 
meal. But the meals may be quite 
a long ways apart. 


The X-ray has taught us a great 
deal about the true physiology of 
the average case of constipation 
and ruined some of the older no- 
tions. If a barium meal is followed 
through the digestive tract of a 
constipated person it will be seen 
in four out of five instances to 
pass out of the stomach and 
through the small intestine at ex- 
actly the same rate as that of a 
normal control, After every part 
of a meal has left the small intes- 
tine and entered the large intes- 
tine, it normally requires about 
16 hours for it to traverse the en- 
tire length and come to rest in 
the sigmoid colon, and this sched- 
ule is no different in four out 
of five self-styled constipated in- 
dividuals than in normal ones.

THE NORMAL individual evac- 
uates some time between break- 
fast and noon. Here, and here 
only, does the constipated indi- 
vidual differ. The residue of his 
meal remains in the lower part of 
the large bowel sometimes for 
days. At that point, and at that 
point only, does the much adver- 
tised stasis of constipation occur. 

This explanation clears up sev- 
eral widely held misconceptions 
about constipation, First it knocks 
out the absorption of poison idea. 
Absorption does hot occur from 
the lower part of the large bowel 
where the residue rests in a con- 
stipated individual. The small in- 
testine from which most absorp- 
tion occurs is just as empty most 
of the time in the constipated in- 
dividual as in the normal. The 
feeling of toxicity of poisoning 
that the constipated individual has 
is largely due to the cathartic 
habit. 


Secondly, this knowledge of the 
real physiology of constipation 
knocks out the idea of the effi- 
ciency of cathartics entirely. Why 
should a cathartic be employed to 
stir up all the 25 feet of the entire 
intestine for the sole purpose of 
emptying the last few inches of 
that tube? An enema will do it 
more efficiently. The cathartic just 
irritates and roils up all the in- 
sides and gives the patient that 
feeling of discomfort that is in- 
terpreted as meaning absorption 
of poison,
